WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower told 
Congressmen today demobilization 
of soldiers was slowed down to 
prevent “a collapse” of the Army. 

Since September, the chief of 
staff said, the Army had been re- 
leasing approximately 1,200,000 
men monthly and if that rate had 
been continued, there would not 
have been any Army left by 
July 1, 

Nevertheless, he pledged the 
Army would meet its criginal goal 
of reducing to a strength of 1,500,- 
000 by that date. 

To do this, he said, 2,200,000 
more men will be turned loose by 
April 30 and an additional 500,000 
by July 1 under a revised point 
system. 

From Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
chief of naval operations, and oth- 
er naval officers the informal ses- 
sion of senators and representa- 
tives at the Congressional Library 
learned that the Navy is demobi- 
lizing as scheduled and expects 
to complete the job Sept. 1. 

Eisenhower said “the very step- 
Ping up” of demobilization in re- 
cent months to a point that ex- 
ceeded earlier expectations ‘“un- 
doubtedly helped to create con- 
fusion by stimulating optimism 
among service men and their 
families.” 

“Near-Hysteria.” 

Tt was natural, he said, that 
that there should be an “emo- 
tional wave” to get men out of 
service when the war ended, “but 
I am frank to say that I had 
never anticipated this emotional 
wave would reach proportions of 
near-hysteria.” 

By July 1, when the Army will 
have dropped to a strength of 
1.500000 men, he said, there will 
be about 307,000 men in the Euro- 
pean theater, 28,000 in the Medi- 
terranean and 375,000 in the Pa- 
cific. The others would be in this 
country or scattered at such out- 
posts as Alnska. 

He said that between V-J day 
and the end of the year the Army 
had released 5,000,000 men, or 80 
per cent of its strength as of 
V-E day. 

Under the revised point system, 
Fisenhower said that by April 30 
every enlisted man with 45 points 
or 30 months’ service will be out 
of the Army or on the way to 
separation centers. 

By July 1, he said, every en- 
listed man with 40 points or two 
years’ service will be out or in 
the process of being discharged. 

At present, 50 points or three 
and-a half years’ service are re- 
quired for discharge. 

Furthermore, Eisenhower said, 
“every surplus man will be out 
right away unless his points are 
so low that he can replace some- 
one else.”

GROUP SPLIT OVER 

TRUSTEESHIP FOR 
PAUIFIC ISLANDS 


Military Adviser Holds 
U. S. Should Retain 
Control of Strategic 
Areas—Security Coun- 


cil Meeting Thursday. 


By JACK SMITH. 

LONDON, Jan. 15 (AP)—Offi- 
cial sources disclosed today that 
American civilian and military 
officials at the meeting of the 
United Nations Organization's 
General Assembly were split over 
whether American-conquered Jap- 


anese islands should be placed 
under U.N.O. sovereignty. 


While the American delegation 
sought solution to this question, it 
was learned that the newly-elected 
Security Council, confronted with 
the tasks of controlling atomic 
energy and setting up a world po- 
lice force, had been summoned to 
hold its first meeting Thursday. 


The suggestion that atomic 
weapons be used to aid the police 
force in keeping the peace was 
made in a statement by N. J. O. 
Makin, Australian Navy Minister 
and head of his country’s delega- 
tion. Australia is a member of 
the Security Council. 

“There is nothing in the nature 
of atomic weapons which excludes 
them from the general terms of 
the charter in regard to the con- 
tribution of armed forces, assist- 
ance and facilities,” Makin said. 

. Iranian Issue Deferred. 

Delegate Seyed Hassan Taquiza- 
deh, Iranian Ambassador to Lon- 
don, announced to the assembly 
that “we have reluctantly agreed 
at the last moment” not to force 
the issue at this time of condi- 
tions in his troubled country, oc- 
cupied by the Russians and Brit- 
ish. He declared, however: “If 
this problem comes before you it 
would undoubtedly constitute a 
test case of the most explicit kind 
for the organization to manifest 
its fair spirit in dealing with it 
and in protecting the vital rights 
of its members.” 


The disagreement over the 
trusteeship question, meanwhile, 
held the attention of the Ameri- 
can Officials. The delegates were 
said to favor a trusteeship plan 
for the Pacific islands, while their 
special adviser, Gen. George C. 
Kenney, argued that the United 
States should retain any Pacific 
islands of military value. Kenney 
is chief of the Pacific air staff. 

Dispute May Go to Truman, 

Delegates said that if Kenney 
held out the disagreement would 
have to be referred to President 
Truman. Officials said that the 
State Department contended that 
the United States had agreed to 
preliminary trusteeship plans dur- 
ing the San Francisco conference 
and should not set a precedent for 
others by withholding the islands. 

There was some disagreement 
among the American delegation as 
to exactly how much control the 
United States would lose if it 
agreed to United Nations sover- 
eignty over the Pacific islands. 
Some sources‘said it was unlikely 
the delegation would propose a 
trusteeship arrangement without 
stipulating that the United States]. 
alone should act as controlling 
agent for the U.N.O. 

Bevin to Offer Mandates. 

The British Cabinet heard an 
Oitline of the speech Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin is ex- 
pected to make tomorrow to the 
U.N.O. assembly. It was reported 
that he would offer the British 
mandates of Tanganyika, the 
Cameroons and Togoland to the 
trusteeship council, but would re- 
serve the mandates over P. lestine 
and Trans-Jordan, 

The reservations, it was said, 
would be made on the grounds 
that Trans-Jordan is ready for 
independence and that action on 
Palestine should await the report 
of the British-American commis- 
sion now studying problems of 
that country. 


Byrnes Tells French 21 Nations 

May Join in Writing Peace. 

PARIS, Jan. 15 (AP)—Secretary 
of State Byrnes has. assured 
France that the United States, 
Britain and Russia will accord a 
definite weight to any recommen- 
dations by the other 18 powers 
interested in drafting European 
peace pacts, it is learned. Byrnes 
also said that the three major 
powers have no objection to for- 
mer enemy nations being heard 
on treaties they must sign, 

Replying to a query by the 
French on the status of the Pots- 
dam decision that the United Na- 
tions Organization would be the 
final ratifying body for peace 
treaties, Byrnes explained the in- 
tention of that decision was to in- 
¢lude only those 21 nations which 
were actively at war with the 

xis. 

He sent his note to answer a 
request by France for clarifica- 
tion of the recent Moscow dis- 
cussions concerning peace treaties, 
and the 2l-nation conference 
scheduled to be held not later 
than May. He said the three 
major powers accepted the princi- 
ple of permitting interested coun- 
tries to be heard from on all 
phases of treaty-making, includ- 
ing the preliminary draft, the con- 
ference debate and the final writ- 
ing. 

France also was’ assured that 
the deputies of the Big Five for- 
eign ministers would continue to 
Meet regularly, and further that 
the deputies would undertake im- 
mediately the preliminary draft- 
ing of the Italian peace pact.

He added that even the infor- 
mation on Dec. 3 that Japanese 
consuls had been ordered to de- 
stroy most of their codes meant 
to him that the Japanese were 
taking precautions in case the 
United States and Britain declared 
war because of Japanese attacks 
in southeast Asia. 


He also contended it was not 


unusual that radio calls of Jap-| 


anese carriers were not identi- 
fied after Dec. 1. During the six 
months preceding Pearl Harbor, 
he said that 12 times in periods 
ranging from nine to 22 days 
there was no radio trace of the 
Japanese carriers. Adm. Kimmel 
recalled that Adm, Stark had 
written him Oct. 17 saying that 
“personally I do not believe the 
Japanese are going to sail into 
us and the message I sent you 
merely stated the possibility.” 


“This letter made it clear to me 
that when Adm. Stark stated cer- 
tain Japanese action to be ‘pos- 
sible,” he meant that it was not 
probable,” Adm.

It was one thing, he said, to 
warn a commander of “the prob- 
able outbreak of war in theaters 
thousands of miles away” and “it 
is quite another thing to warn 
commanders at a particular base 
of an attack to be expected in 
their own locality.”

‘Significant Information.’

ters” battle-readiness alert. 

“It is my conviction that action 
by the Navy Department at any 
one of these significant dates in 
furnishing me the information 
from the intercepted messages 
would have altered the events of 
Dec. 7, 1941,” he testified. 

On the important question of 
why he didn’t have scouting 
planes searching the ocean around 
Pearl Harbor, Adm. Kimmel told 
the committee that he had been 
instructed to get the fleet ready 
for war and couldn’t afford ‘to 
wear out his planes and crews on 
a partial reconnaissance. 

He had only 49 flyable patrol 
planes available on Oahu, without 
spare parts or spare crews, at the 
time of the attack, he said. Proper 
reconnaissance, he claimed, would 
have required a pool of 250 planes 
for protracted operations.

Adm. Kimmel said that the 
“war warning” message had told 
him to get ready to carry out war 
plan 46. Under that, he said, he 
had to keep his planes in readi- 
ness to carry out raids on the 
Japanese-held Marshall islands.

He got the information of the 
Ward's report about 7:30 a.m., 
Adm.

“T was waiting such verification 
at the time of the attack,” he said.

Eisenhower said it was not pos- 
sible to discharge all men with 
two years’ service by March 20

2,000,000 men would be out on that 
date beyond our expectations,” 
Eisenhower said. 

“It would mean such a complete 
rescramble of our occupational 
forces as to jeopandize the results 
of months of work in bringing 
order out of chaos.” 

Keeping on the original sched- 
ule, he said, also would have 
meant impairing the Army’s abil- 
ity to care for hospitalized vet- 
erans and supply troops abroad. 
Further, he said, it would have 
delayed the release of eligible vet- 
erans because technicians who 
operate the separation centers 
would have left the Army. 

Eisenhower said the new order 
which will release 2,700,000 men 
by July 1 was not issued “without 
the gravest consideration,” add- 
ing: 
“Should we fail to obtain the 
1,500,000 mén we require on July 
1, something would have to break 
in the tight little net which we 
have now woven to perform our 
job in this country and discharge 
the nation’s overseas commit- 
ments, 

“If we are not relieved of the 
still high supplies of Government 
property entrusted to our custody 
overseas, we shall have no choice 
but to abandon them where they 
lie.” 

He prefaced his remarks with 
the statement that demobilization 
is not tied in with the War De- 
partment’s sponsorship of univer- 
sal military training or with any 
desire of high ranking officers to 
retain their positions.

Six of the 65 homes reported 
Single rooms available immedi- 
ately; the other 59 reported some 
space might be available “in the 
future.” 

“The Citizens’ Emergency Hous- 
Ing Committee is not justified in 
requesting relaxation of the zon- 
ing ordinance,” the report. said. 
“We realize that the committee 
has already taken a stand on this 
matter (the committee sponsored 
a bill now pending in the Board of 
Aldermen to amend the ordi- 
nance), but, in view of the re- 
sults of this survey, we do not 
believe that this position should 
be maintained.” 

Lengthy Debate on Issue.’ 

Filing of the report at the meet- 
ing in Mayor Kaufmann’s of- 
fice resulted in a lengthy debate 
as to the advisability of relaxing 
the ordinance.

20 Infants on Converted Freighter II of 
Measles—Laundry Facilities Inadequate 
for 600 Diapers Daily. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15 (AP) 

Crowded into a_ converted 
freighter on a 45-day voyage from 
New Zealand, 75 babies — 20 of 
them just getting over the measles 
reached San Francisco yester- 
day. 

All of them children of Ameri- 
can service men, they suffered 
from food shortages and over- 
crowded conditions, their war- 
bride mothers said when the Per- 
manente docked. 

With 600 diapers to be washed 
daily, laundering was limited to 
one washroom, one small tub, and 
a small pantry equipped with two 
electric plates on which to boil 
water, said Mrs. Brenda Murphy, 
wife of a former Rhode Island 
corporal, and mother of a 
month-old son. She ‘said she had 
no idea the trip would last 40 
days. 

“The women hadn't been told 
what conditions to expect,” she 
declared. “No special food was 
provided for the infants aboard.” 

When the ship docked at 
Noumea, she _ said, the women 
were not allowed to go ashore 
until the vessel was shifted from 
Navy to French piers after two 


— 


Measles started breaking out at 
Noumea, she said, with 20 cases 
reported on the trip. 

The war brides slept six to a 
cabin with the only ventilation 
coming from a passageway lead- 
ing to the deck, they reported. 
Three mothers, each with her in- 
fant, shared ane cabin. 

Ens. Howard R. Davis, second 
steward, said fresh milk was 
available for 21 days and that 
despite his efforts to obtain more 
at each port, “it was impossible 
because of local health condi- 
tions to obtain a supply.” 

Mrs, Patricia Ghormley,° 21 
years old, of Wellington, Aus- 
tralia, said the food aboard was 
“excellent — for adults, but for 
children—no.” 

Steamship company executives 
conceded living conditions aboard 
the ship, which was built in 1902 
and used as a cement carrier be- 
fore the war, were “not up to 
peacetime standards.” Théy said, 
however, that although not sur- 
prised at hearing there were 
“complaints,” the mothers should 
consider that if they had not em- 
barked aboard the Permanente, 
“it might have been months be- 
fore they could have been brought 
to this country.”

Workmen's “Union, said he would 
continue telephone negotiations 
until late this afternoon with meat 
packers inan effortto reach agree- 
ments on wages and avert the 
walkout. -Friese said negotiations 
had been broken off by Luer Bros.

The union reduced the demanded 
increase from 17% cents an hour 
to 15 cents, but “will not budge a 
cent below that,” Friese stated. 
“If we are forced to strike we 
will return to our original demand 
for 25 cents an hour more,” Friese 
asserted. “Our people get $25 to 
$30 a week—sometimes less—and 
they can’t afford to buy the meat 
they process. We have had no 
general increase since 1941 and 
the present hourly rates of 72% 
cents an hour for men and 64% 
cents for women employes are not 
sufficient to meet present-day liv- 
ing costs. Everyone else is get- 
ting an increase and our people 
certainly have one coming, too.” 
Friese advocated a price _in- 
crease of half a cent a pound on 
meat to packers, to be absorbed 
by the retailers. “The retailers 
have made a lot of money during 
the war and can afford to pay 
the increase without passing it on 
to the consumer,” he observed.

Committee Reports Out 
Measure for State De- 
partment of Revenue 
Under Governor.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 15-- 
The bill setting up the new state 
department of revenue was re- 
ported to the Senate today by 
Senator Claude B. Ricketts of St. 
Louis, chairman of the Seaate 
Ways and Means Comniittee. It 
would break down the wasteful 
political patronage system of 
dividing the collection 


among elective state officials and 
put it in one department under 
the Governor. 

Favorable action on the vill was 
taken by the committee Jate vyes- 
terday, when an agreement was 
reached on the Jatest of many 


revisions of the hill as it was 
originally prepared six months 
ago. State Auditor Forrest Snmuth, 
principal criti¢ of earlier drafts, 
told the committee he believed it 
to be a workable bill and in con- 
formity with the new constitu- 
tion. 

Under its provisions the collec- 
tion of $40,000,000 sales tax and 
supervision of the collection of 
$12,000,000 income tax wiil be 
taken from Smith. ‘secretary of 
State Wilson Be'l will Jose the 
collection of $10.000,000 of auto- 
mobile and drivers’ license fees, 
and the state oil inspedor will 
lose the collection of $11,000,000 of 
ygasoline tax. The oniv state reve- 
nue which will not be collected 
by the new denartment will he 
the tax on tangible property, 
whicn will continue to be collectea 
by county collectors. 

Major Constitutional Reform. 

The requirement in the Consti- 
tution for centralization of tax 
collection was considered one of 
the major reforms in the new 
state charter, 

The bill, as reported, is much 
more than a tax .collection meas- 
ure, setting up a system for busi- 
ness rather than political adminis- 
tration of the state’s fiscal af- 
fairs. It includes scientific budget- 
making and a pre-audit of all 
claims by an agency other than 
the State Auditor, 

At the head of the department 
will be a director of revenue, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, at a 
salary of $7500 a year. There will 
be five divisions, collection, bud- 
get and comptroller, procurement, 
fund commissioners and _ public 
buildings. Each, except the divis- 
ion of fund commissioners, will 
be headed by an appointive of- 
ficial at $6000 a year. 

The director is charg d with the 
responsibility of supervision of 
state expenditures and for recom- 
mendations for economy and for 
better management of the fiscal 
affairs of the state. 

Duties of Aids. 

The state collector of revenue, in 
charge of the collection division, 
will collect all taxes, licenses and 
fees due the state and all agencies 
of the state, except the tax on 
tangible property. 

The comptroller, heading the di- 
vision of budget and comptroller, 
will pre-audit all claims, a duty 
which in the past has been that of 
the State auditor, an elective of- 
ficial. The auditor will continue 
to issue the warrants for the 
payment of claims, but no war- 
rant may be issued until the 
comptroller has certified to the 
correctness of the claim and the 
availability of funds to pay it. 
The comptroller will prepare also 
the executive budget, which the 
Governor will submit to the Legis- 
lature. 

The division of procurement will 
be headed by the State purchasing 
agent, who will purchase all sup- 
plies for state departments and in- 
stitutions on competitive bids. In 
general the present purchasing 
agent department has been moved 
into the revenue department, but 
the bill proposes to bring under 
the purcasing agent the extensive 
printing purchases of the state. 

Under the existing law a state 
printing contract to cover virtually 
all printing is let to one company. 
Under the new bill bids will be 
sought for each printing job cost- 
ing more than $50. 

The division of fund commis 
sioners will be headed by a board 
of fund commissioners consisting 
of the Governor, Attorney Gen- 
eral and director of revenue, and 
succeeding the present’ board, 
which consists of the (Governor, 
Attorney General, State Auditor 
and State Treasurer. It has gen- 
eral supervision of state bond is- 
sues. 

The division of public buildings, 
nominally headed by the board 
of public buildings, consisting of 
the Governor, Attornev General 
and director of revenue, but ac- 
tually by a director of puildings, 
will have charge of public build- 
ings and will succeed the present 
board of permanent seat of gov- 
ernment.

Landy was one of 10 Yanks sin- 
gled out for a “lesson” to 140 
Americans who were forced to 
build bridges at Lumbang, Laguna 
province, testified Mayor Moses 
Paraiso and Police Chief Guaden- 
cio Anonuevo of Lumbang. The 
10 were lined up and shot by fir- 
ing squads in a schoo] yard. 

The volley failed to kill Landy. 
Struggling to his feet, the badly 
wounded Yank pointed to his heart 


“Come on! Come on! Hit me 
here. Long live America!” 

Successive volleys killed Landy. 
The 10 bodies were exhumed last 
month and reinterred with mili- 
tary honors. 

The doctrine of command re- 
sponsibility, which Homma 6 in- 
voked against ranking officer pris- 
oners of war, returned to haunt 
him at his trial. 

Col. Nemesio Catalan, liberated 
Filipino, testified that the camp 
commandant, on orderg from 
Homma, told ranking prisoner of 
war officers they would be held 
responsible with their lives for 
conduct of the men if camp rules 
were violated. It made no differ- 
ence whether the officers knew of 
violations, ° 
It is precisely this point which 
the prosecution seeks to establish: 
That an officer is responsible for 
the actions of his men. 

As evidence of wholesale brutali- 
ties and calculated murders at 
Camp O'Donnel, the prosecution 
introduced camp records’ which 
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showed 27,169 Filipinos died there 
in the four months between April 
13 and Aug. 5, 1942.

The fact that the presidential 
board’s recommendations involved 
General Motors—biggest of the 
“Big Three’—unquestionably _ in- 
fluenced the union’s decision to 
bring them into the Ford dispute. 

Negotiations between the union 
and Chrysler Corp, have been sus- 
pended pending outcome of the 
General Motors strike. About 
45,000 Chrysler workers have been 
working without a _ bargaining 
contract for several weeks, but 
union leaders have stated no 
walkout would be called at this 
time, 


MAINTENANCE STRIKE CLOSES 
23 SCHOOLS IN FLINT, MICH, 


FLINT, Mich., Jan. 15 (AP)— 
A strike of 190 maintenance work- 
ers today closed 23 of the eity’s

Some day, high school athletic 


coaches-in Missouri may be hired 


on a 12-month basis instead of just for the customary 40 weeks in 


a school year. 


At least, that is the opinion of Carl Burris, secretary 


of the State High School Athletic Association, who favored the plan 
adopted recently by the National Federation of High School Athletic 


Associations. 


The Federation voted to permit 
high school baseball, golf and ten- 
nis competition during the sum- 
mer months. This will be particu- 
larly helpful in Minnesota, with its 
short summer, and the Gopher 
state has recognized that by hir- 
ing coaches on a year-round basis. 

“Essentially, there will be no 
change in Missouri,” Burris said, 
“because we have scheduled some 
high school events, such as the 
district golf meet, after the schools 
clcse in June. I don’t see how the 
coaches could hold the players to- 
gether for team play, such as base- 
ball, because the boys seek employ- 
ment or go away to a summer 


camp. 
“The idea of having a coach and

Symington Tells Congress 


Such Disposal Involves 
‘No Problem of 
Monopoly.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP)— 

The Surplus Property Adminis- 
tration today urged rapid disposal 
to private operators of the Gov- 
ernment’s $233,000,000 worth of 
aviation gasoline plants. 
Holding that there is no need 
to keep the plants as emergency 
standbys, SPA said in a report to 
Congress that their major use 
will be to turn out “high-quality 
motor gasoline,” since the market 
for aviation fuel will slump far 
below wartime levels. 

Although most of the Govern- 
ment-owned plants are connected 
with private refineries and hence 
may prove difficult to price, sell 
and move, SPA recommended that 
they be disposed-of as operating 
units. Dismantling should be or- 
dered “only as a last resort,” SPA 
said. 

Of the 29 plants, 16 cost more 
than $5,000,000 each and thus must 
be reported to Congress before 
disposal under the Surplus Prop- 
erty Act. They are scattered from 
coast to coast, many in the Gulf 
area, 

Unlike the aluminum industry— 
in which surplus plants have been 
held not salable to the biggest po- 
tential buyer, the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America—the oil industry 
has “no problem of monopoly” to 
interfere with the sale of federal 
plants, SPA Administrator W. Stu- 
are Symington said in the report. 

Symington cautioned, however, 
that disposal of the plants entirely 
to major oil corporations would 

“accelerate concentration of refin- 
ing capacity in the hands of the 
large integrated companies.”

PROGRESS OF NEGROES 
CITED BYE. R. EMBREE 


Julius Rosenwald 
Fund Points to People’s 
Hospital as Example. 


The progress made by the Negro 
race since the abolition of slavery 


presents an 80-year period of his- 
tory of which any nation could be 
proud, Edwin R. Embree of Chi- 
cago, president of the Julius Ro- 
senwald Fund, said last night at 
the annual dinner of the People’s 
Hospital Association, The meeting 
was at Shaare Emeth, 6830 Del- 
mar boulevard, University City. 
“People’s Hospital, an institu- 
tion for the care of Negroes, is an 
interesting example of progress on 
one front,” Embree said. “A pre- 
liminary consideration of it may 
give the impression that it is a 


with modern equipment, {t must 
be done in a hospital such as 
People’s. As more and more Ne- 
groes prove their capabilities as 
doctors at such hospitals, more 
and more hospitals for other races 
will open their doors to them, 
Points to Other Fields. 

“It is through just such proce- 
dure that progress has been made 
by Negroes in other fields in past 
years. Thus it can be seen. that if 
the ultimate goal is kept in mind, 
a hospital for Negroes is not nec- 
essarily a furtherance of segrega- 
tion.” 

As examples of progress that 
has been made in recent years, Em- 
bree said that 36 Negroes are now 
faculty members of colleges and 
universities in the North and 
West, compared with fewer than 
10 five years ago, and that during 
the past seven years 30,000 Ne- 
groes have been graduated from 
colleges and universities, or more 
than the combined total of the 300 
years previous.

Stilwell Went

HE necessary preparation for the armistice which Gen, Marshall 


was the relief from command of 
Joseph W. Stilwell. There is no 


illustration of the accidental character of American policy 
which was as little planned as the wallow- 


ings of a pig in the sty, yet largely determined the fate of more 


than 400 millions of people. 

This curious man, who com- 
bined energy ana bravery in al- 
most equal degrees with prejudice, 
narrowness and inability to grasp 
large issues, was in fact dismissed 
simply because he insisted on deal- 
ing with the Generalissimo as a 
Suspect enemy. 

Chiang or Schuschnigg? 

In August, 1944, Gen. Hurley and 
Donald Nelson were sent to China 
to secure for Stilwell supreme, di- 
rect command of the Chinese 
armies. This was to be the rem- 
edy for a desperate economic, mili- 
tary and political crisis, created by 
the Japanese offensives in China 
that summer. 

Stilwell had taken no effective 
measures to halt these offensives. 
In the first phase of the Japanese 
attack the chief preoccupation of 
his staff, which they discussed 
publicly, was the evacuation of 
Chungking. Stilwell’s relations 
with the Generalissimo were al- 
ready hopeless. Yet so weak were 
the Chinese and so dependent on 
American aid, that the Generalissi- 
mo consented, in principle, to 
granting the demand for vastly 
increased authority for Stilwell. 

The Generalissimo yielded his 
consent, however, only after fairly 
prolonged negotiation, which was 
entirely carried on by Nelson and 
Hurley. During this preliminary 
negotiation, either Stilwell, or the 
War Department, or both became 
impatient. 

As a result, a telegram was sent 
to Stilwell for transmission to the 
Generalissimo, demanding immedi- 
ate acceptance of all American 
demands, in a tone which might 
well have served for a message 
from the German government ‘to 


Chinese until their final ex- 
tremity. 

It was impossible, above all, be- 
cause Stilwell took no interest in 
China proper, where the aid was 
needed. His entire energies and 
over 90 per cent of the resources 
of his theater were concentrated 
on Burma. His obsession was to 
open a road without serious mili- 
tary value except for the pipeline 
paralleling it, of which Gen, Stil- 
well once remarked: “Goddam 
it, don't talk to me about pipe- 
lines. I don’t want pipelines; all 


1 want is bullets, just bullets.” 


Indeed when Lieut. Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer assumed command 
in mid-crisis, there were actually 
no American war plans for China 
proper. Wedemeyer has received 
too little credit. He found both 
Chinese and Americans demoral- 
ized, and the situation close to 
chaos. In a few short months, he 
restored morale, established the 
most honorable relations with the 
Generalissimo and other Chinese, 
went far toward reform of the 
Chinese military system, and 
created powerful Chinese armies 
within China.

The meeting in 
the country took place and was 
making good progress, when Stil- 
well walked in, the telegram in 
his hand. He _ insisted upon 
brusquely handing the wire to the 
Generalissimo. The Generalissimo 
thereat called in the American 
negotiators, declared that no chief 
of state could accept 
message, and announced that far 
from giving Gen. Stilwell the 
promised increase of authority, he 
would now demand his recall at 
all costs. 

The Stilwell Doctrine. 

Gen. Stilwell’s dismissal, 
curred in by this 
with the utmost reluctance, 
minated a long, terrifying and 
progressive deterioration of the 
strength of the Generalissimo’s 
government. The Chinese had to 
have effective United States aid, 
yet under Stilwell, effective aid 
was impossible.

Statement by Kent Cooper. 

Kent Cooper, A.P. executive di- 
rector, said in a statement on the 
board's action: 

“As a wartime measure the As- 
sociated Press news was made 
available without charge to the 
Office of War Information and 
various other departments of the 
Government. The OWI used it 
for general foreign broadcasting. 
With the end of the war this was 
to terminate. 

“However, at the request of the 
State Department last summer 
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agreement reached Dec. 
Paris reparations conference at- 
tended by 18 nations. 

Major points in the Paris agree- 
ment included: 

1.A decision on the percent- 
age shares of reparations which 

each of the 18 countries will get 
from western Germany. 

2. Establishment of an inter- 
Allied reparations agency with 
headquarters in Brussels to allo- 
cate reparations materials among 
the member governments. 

3. Agreement to pool all gold 
money found in Germany and 
give it to the countries from 
which Germany took gold in pro- 
portion to their respective losses. 

Russia and Poland were not rep- 
resented at Paris. The Potsdam 
agreement provided that Russia 
would take its reparations from 
its own occupation zone, ‘receive 
an additional 25 per cent of the 
available industrial equipment 
from the western zones, then Ssat- 
isfy Polish reparations claims 
from its own allocation. 

At Paris, industrial and other 
capital equipment were put into 
one reparations category, and 
everything else into another. 

The United States originally was 
assigned 28 per cent of both cate- 
gories, but because most German 
industrial equipment could _ be 
used to greater advantage in lib- 
erated Europe, the United States 
renounced its right to 16.2 per 
cent of its allocated industrial 
percentage.

New York’s Anti-Bias Law 


When the bill to outlaw discrimination in 
unemployment was pending before the New 
York Legislature last winter, many objections 
were raised against it, similar to those brought 
up whenever creation of a permanent Federal 
Employment Practice Committee is debated in 
Congress. The objections may be summarized 
as follows: 

1. That such a law would invite a flood of 
grievances, real or imagined. 

2. That it would put a heavy burden on 
employers in answering complaints, and 
going through a long legal process. 

3. That the penalty of $500 fine and a 
year in prison, provided in the New York 
bill, might work an injustice on employers 
who offended unwittingly. 

4. That, while bias in hiring is deplorable, 
it can’t be remedied by law, but only by a 
long process of education. 

The New York Legislature passed the bill, 
and that State’s Commission Against Discrimi- 
nation has just completed its first six months 
of operation. The report by its chairman, Henry 
C. Turner, offers a good opportunity, since such 
legislation is pending in other states and in 
Congress, for checking the objections against the 
results. 

There has been no flood of grievances. 
stead, the New York chairman reports, there 
have been only 189 cases. Of these, 140 have 
been settled by friendly conferences, 47 are in 
process of settlement and two are being inves- 
tigated. , 

There has been no heavy burden on em- 
ployers. . Every case to date has been handled 
without formal hearings or court action. Private 
consultation, provided by law as the first step, 
has been successful in each of the cases settled. 
Since conciliation and persuasion have brought 
results, it has not been necessary for formal 
complaints to be made, and of course there have 
been no fines or jail sentences. These, indeed, 
are only the last resort after a long process of 
hearings. ! 

This high ratio of success without compulsion 
indicates that the mere presence of the law on 
the books has done a good deal to abolish 
discrimination. Meanwhile, the commission is 
pressing its work of education among employers. 

Bias, of course, is a mental twist that cannot 
be eliminated by passing a law, but its outward 
manifestation—the barring of men and women 
from a livelihood because of race, religion or 
nationality—can be attacked by law. Few who 
believe in American principles of political equal- 
ity will deny, after the fine results produced in 
the New York test, that it should be attacked 
in that direct manner. 
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No Affair of Ours in Poland 

Ambassador Lane, who told the Polish Pro- 
visional Government he will oppose its appli- 
cation for a $500,000,000 loan from the United 
States as long as “present conditions’—the na- 
tionalization of all basic industries — prevail, 
should be promptly repudiated by the State De- 
partment. 

It is none of Mr. Lane’s affair, and none of 
the United States’ affair, what sort of state Po- 
land chooses to set up. We are concerned every- 
where that the choice shall be made demo- 
cratically, but beyond that we do not go—and 
had better not go. 

England is nationalizing some of its basic in- 
dustries. So is France. The United States will 
continue to deal with those countries as in the 
past. The same should be true with regard to 
Poland. The State Department should say as 
much to the Polish Provisional Government, and 
should say enough to Ambassador Lane to per- 
suade him to keep out of matters that do not 
concern him. 
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In view of the housing shortage, maybe it had 
better be amended to read: Be it ever so sel- 
dom, there’s no place like home. 
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Congress Should Extend the Draft 


One of the grievances that most irks the 
overseas GIs protesting over demobilization de- 
lays is the failure of replacements to arrive so 
that high-point men can go home.

Are we the only ones our country of over 
140,000,000 people can spare to perform 
these necessary duties, after all the time we 
have spent performing them? , 

The cquntry certainly should be able to 


“spare” citizens of military age to relieve the 
long-term men overseas, but the supply is in- 
adequate because of failure of the draft boards 
to supply them. A War Department statement 
of 10 days ago said that, instead of the 50,000 
men a month expected by the Army, Selective 
Service had supplied only 37,000 a month since 
V-J day. 

Another obstacle is the uncertainty over the 
status of the Draft Act itself. It is due to expire 
next May 15, and the Army has no assurance that 
Congress will vote its continuance. So the War 
Department is disinclined to hasten the discharge 
of men now overseas, for fear that no replace- 
ments whatever, except volunteers, will be avail- 
able after May 15, and it will be unable to meet 
its commitments for occupation and policing. 

Maj. George Fielding Eliot pointed out yester- 
day that this is one action Congress can take to 
meet the demand that it “do something” about 
demobilization. In fairness to the long-term men 
entitled to discharge, the draft should be ex- 
tended, regardless of the protests at home that 
can be expected.

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Needs of Shaw’s Garden 


Shaw’s Garden is so firmly established as a 
unique civic asset’ of St. Louis that it would 
seem our citizens would spontaneously make 
sure that its management was relieved of all fi- 
nancial worries over its future. Yet the problem 
of money recurs annually in the institution’s re- 
port, and this year the director, George T. Moore, 
again makes an appeal for public support. 

While, as Mr. Moore points out, the garden 
is not in severe financial straits, it should be 
assured financial stability. All the real estate 
bequeathed by Henry Shaw, the founder, has 
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now been sold. Needs for expansion and ree 
placements cannot be met from the present in- 
come. The garden asks no special privileges; 
in fact, it actually pays taxes to the city amount- 
ing to about one-quarter of its annual income. 

The suggestion for annual contributions by 
friends of the garden can hence be made with 
good grace, and it should be met by a ready 
response. 
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Land Subsidy for Housing 

As passed by the State Senate, the urban 
redevelopment act now resembles—with an im- 
portant difference—the formula proposed by 
Louis Maginn, spokesman of the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange. If need be, the city can ac- 
quire land and sell it at a loss to redevelop- 
ment corporations. The corporations will also 
enjoy partial and temporary tax relief. In re- 
turn, they agree to offer moderate rentals and 
to accept limits on profits. Under Mr. Maginn’s 
variation, the city could resell land to any pri- 
vate developer, who would then’ pay full taxes 
but would be free to charge any rental he could 
get. 

Superficially, Mr. Maginn’s offer seems the 
more attractive. The trouble with it is, how- 
ever, that it would provide housing which only 


‘ the small upper-income fraction of the people 


could afford. For that reason, the scale of con- 
struction under it would make only small in- 
roads in the large blighted areas. What inroads 
it did make would displace present residents 
and leave them nowhere to go except to the 
slums or cheap suburban neighborhoods. Like 
it or not, there is no adequate private-enterprise 
way to redevelop blighted areas except in large 
undertakings subject to “public utility” limits 
on profits. A subsidy dollar thus spent will re- 
turn more public benefit than one spent in 
piecemeal attack. 

This is not to say that subsidy in the form 
of a loss on land does not raise disturbing pros- 
pects—the prospect, for example, of a bond is- 
sue to underwrite it. Certainly the city, even 
though the Federal Government would carry 
most of the load under the Wagner-Ellender- 
Taft bill, should offer this incentive only as a 
last resort. Making the incentive lawful may 
encourage prospective developers to bargain for 
public aids that they do not actually need. 

With the reservation that the city must be 
alert and firm against such tactics, however, in- 
clusion of the provision is wise. For this busi- 
ness of eliminating the cancer of slums and 
blight is one for which we will far, far better 
have more ammunition than is used instead of 
less than is needed. ,

Lord Byron Nelson won another golf tourna- 
ment Sunday with a 68 on the final round, 
thus adding the San Francisco Open to the Los 
Angeles Open as his trophies in this brand-new 
year. Nelson is described accurately as the 
greatest money winner in the history of golf, 
but that surely is a prosaic way of describing 
this genius of the links. : 

If he lacks the color of Bobby Jones, Walter 
Hagen and Gene Sarazen and other old-timers, 
Nelson has shown that golf can be played with 
an ice-water precision and a steady brilliance 
that maddens his opposition and leaves your 
divot-digging duffer pop-eyed with awe. This 
proves one of two things; either that golf is not 
a game in which the vagaries of temperament 
impishly defeat the finest muscular technique, 
or that Nelson is a kind of automaton that must 
have been manufactured in Detrojt. 

We belong to the latter school of thought. No 
mere human being could give Old Man Par the 
beating Nelson has administered on the courses 
of America; no mere human being could scatter 
birdies and eagles all over the landscape with- 
out even lighting a Murad; no creature of flesh 
and blood could conquer the treachery of woods 
and irons, sneer at the ambuscades of traps, cal- 
culate the subtle slopes of greens and triumph 
over those gremlins which are constantly tor- 
menting ordinary golfers. 

In short, the guy’s a freak. 
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There’s one little fact that the fact-finding 
boards don’t seem to have stumbled on, and that 
is: Exactly what is it that any two parties will 
agree to? 
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Out of Step on Medical Care 


Critics who say that Congress lags behind the 
people have some strong confirmation in the re- 
sults of an Asscciated Press survey of its mem- 
bers’ attitude toward the President’s health in- 
surance proposals. 

According to this unofficial poll, to which one- 
fourth of the membership responded, House and 
Senate are about 63 per cent opposed to the 
program. Of 141 participants, 72 voted No and 
43 voted Yes, while 17 were undecided, three 
were noncommittal and six* gave qualified an- 
swers. 

Now note the contrast in what the American 
people think on the matter of providing more 
adequate medical care, as shown in a poll con- 
ducted last year by the National Opinion Re- 
search Center of the University of Denver. 

Of every 100 Americans, this survey showed, 
81 think that some people can’t afford to see 
a doctor as often as they should. Of every 100 
Americans, 82 are not satisfied with the present 
system, and think something should be done to 
make it easier for people to get medical care 
when they need it. In addition, 68 per cent 
think social security should provide medical in- 
surance to cover medical and hospital costs.

Newsworthy nation-wide, noteworthy in 
California and surprisingly satisfactory to 
old New Dealers everywhere is the United 
States Attorney General's bold enunciation 
of the question of Federal ownership of 
oil and minerals lying below Government 
land, largely in submerged areas. 

That the tough Texan, Tom Clark, 
speaks for the Administration may not yet 
be assumed, but the rock he hurled into 
the big companies’ oil pool in his address 
to the convention of state Attorneys Gen- 
eral in Jacksonville, Fla., started concentric 
circles of tidal wave proportions. 

It took lot of smart maneuvering to 
get 45 of the country’s 48 lego-politicos de- 
manding in eager chorus that the billions 
of treasure at stake belong, not to Uncle 
Sam, but to the individual states, more 
particularly to a group of big oil corpora- 
tions and promoters, this being artfully 
concealed in the familiar “states’ rights” 
package, 


An Amazing Coup 


It would be absurd, of course, to antici- 
pate the decision arrived at should the 
question reach the Supreme Court, but the 
ugly fact is that the politicos adroitly 
took the play away from the court in an 
amazing coup. 

Introduced by Hatton Sumners of Dallas, 
chairman of the powerful Judiciary Com- 
mittee, a bill was shot through the House 
in jigtime, which by-passes the court and 
declares that the oil belongs to the states 
(not, of course, to the oil lads who rule 
politics and petroleum in many districts, 
but to the dear people). That handy weap- 
on, “states’ rights,” is now on trial. With 
Clark’s forthright challenge, it promises 
to be a hot fight. 

Strangely, in men, methods and issues, 
the situation is redolent of earlier political 
conflicts. Teddy Roosevelt stepped in 40 
years ago to save the remnant of the pub- 
lic domain from despoliation by economic 
royalists of the. period. His successful 
fight for the creation of what are now 
great national forest reserves cut clean 
across old-line partisanship. 


Among his ardent and scrappy lieuten- 
ants was a young Chicago lawyer, now 
well and favorably known as chief of the 
public domain and one of F.D.R.’s two 
Cabinet officers remaining in authority. 
Harold Ickes, Secretary of the Interior, one 
of the men marked for slaughter by Old 
Guardsmen, but refusing to surrender, is 
very much in this picture, 


Brigandage, Old Style 


The predatory corporations of yesteryear 
scorned such instruments as appeals to 
“states’ rights.” They ruled the roost in 
Washington, and when they wanted any- 
thing, they just moved in and took it, 

The brigandage was ended when the 
late great Senator T. J. Walsh of Montana, 
himself Franklin Roosevelt's first choice 
for the Attorney General's post, cracked 
the Teapot Dome conspiracy and sent one 
of President Harding’s cabineteers to the 
penitentiary. 

To understand the magnitude of the 
issues involved, one should recall] what the 
people have already lost to the exploiters 
of the land still owned by the Government, 
but actually held in trust for.the use, 
profit and enjoyment of the individual. 
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A vast, incalculable area of forest land 
was denuded by great lumber companies. 
Ruthlessly they slashed through the woods, 
leaving refuse which afterward for many 
years furnished ready fuel for disastrous 
fires sweeping scores of miles across a 
number of mountain states. 

Powerful utility corporations pooled in- 
terests in the development of the hydro- 
electric power, from which tremendous 
fortunes were accumulated before the peo- 
ple began to understand the value and 
necessity of public ownership, 

Large tracts of logged-off lands were 
sold to people who were actually the 
original owners—homesteaders, smal] farm- 
ers, cattle and shéep ranchers. Reclama- 
tion projects of tremendous importance 
were stymied by private water rights. 


To convince these, with the lessons of 
history before them, that the oil and min- 
erals still under Uncle Sam’s land will be- 
come theirs if the entrepreneurs take it 
away from Uncle Sam, calls for more than 
the sophistry of politicians, or the legerde- 
main of paid lobbyists. 

Clark has now announced that he will 
take up where thwarted Francis Biddle left 
off; the decision rests with the people. 


Court or Copgress? 


Is there any reason why we should put 
more faith in Congress today than in the 
Supreme Court? What is the purpose and 
what the spirit animating those who rail- 
roaded the Sumners bill through Congress? 


Does the conduct of the present and 
immediately preceding Congress justify 
taking away from the Department of 
Justice and the highest tribunal in the 
land the authority to deal with matters in- 
volving the citizen’s own rights? 


What percentage of the earnings of the 
oil companies passes actually into the 
hands of the people in great oil states like 
California and Texas? How much will 
the price of gasoline be reduced if we 
give the oil barons the oil now belonging 
to all the people, oil of incalculable mili- 
tary value to the Federal Government if 
and when the guns again begin to roar? 


These questions may still be answered 
by the people. We have had ample experi- 
ence with cabals in a Congress now deny- 
ing justice to labor and small business 
men. We have good reason to distrust 
their answers.

Enlightenment on Russia 
In Conversation Sessions 


“Talk About Russia,’’ by Pearl S. Buck. (John Day 
do., New York.) 

Pearl Buck, like many another Ameri- 

can, had an uneasy feeling that she ought 
to Know more about Russia. A visit there 
was out of the question, and besides, she 
distrusted the reports brought back by 
“trippers,” just as she distrusted party 
propaganda. She wanted to see Russia 
through the eyes of a Russian, a real Rus- 
sian who had grown up in the country and 
would report on it objectively. 
Buck found such a Russian in 
Masha, wife of the Time correspondent, 
John Scott. Masha was willing to talk, 
but only of what she had seen and ex- 
perienced. She was not a Communist, but 
proudly said, “I am collective”: that is, a 
product of the Soviet collective system. 

Born in a peasant village north of Mos- 
cow, she had childhood memories of pre- 
Revolutionary days, and a vivid story of 
the changes in her family’s life there- 
after. She spent many mornings in Miss 
Buck’s New York apartment, answering 
searching questions, and the book is drawn 
from a record of their conversations, 
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Poverty and ignorance were the lot of 
Masha’s family, she relates, until the 
changes brought by the Revolution began 
to take effect. Peasants at first resisted 
that innovation, the collective farm, then 
joined when they saw its benefits. Chik 
dren had opportunities for education that 
their parents never enjoyed, and reading 
matter came into the home. Medical and 
hospital care were provided: Masha’s 
faiher, accustomed to beat her mother. no 
longer did so, for she was now his equal 
under the law. 

A new spirit came to the Russian land. 
“Work was so interesting now,’ Masha 
explains, “because they were proud of what 
they did, and everybody worked together.” 
This feeling of pride in work appears at 
all stages of Masha’s career—her trip to 
Moscow to attend the university; her de- 
cision to go to the Urals and help build 
a new city there; the readiness of her once 
apathetic father to fight if war came: “We 
have got so much since the Revolution that 
I can die for it.” 
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Miss Buck does not accept this glowing 
account without insistent queries. What 
about the kulaks? Masha quietly says that 
they exploited the peasants, they grew rich 
and did nothing, so their lands were seized 
and those who fought the Government 
were killed. What about freedom in Rus- 
sia? It exists, said Masha, because Rus- 
sians have equality of nationalities 
equality of economic opportunity and the 
right to criticize. Above all, and this is 
cited many times, they have security—no 
worry about jobs, sickness or old age.

Miss Augusta Friedrichs’ 
Will to Aid Children in 
Salzgitter, Germany. 


Miss Augusta Friedrichs, de- 
scribed by a friend us a former 
domestic who had saved and in- 
vested her money, left $20,000 to 
establish a trust fund to help un- 
derprivileged children at her 
former home in Salzgitter, Han- 
over, Germany, it was shown yes- 
terday with filing of her will in 
probate court. 

In addition, Miss Friedrichs 
made a specific bequest of $2000 
to Eden Theological Seminary in 
Webster Groves, and left approxi- 
mately $200 to friends. The resi- 
due of the estate after payment 
of the bequests and establishment 
of the trust fund is to be divided 
equally among the German Prot- 
estant Orphans’ Home, 8240 St. 
Charles Rock road; Good Samavi- 
tan Home for the Aged, 4500 
Washington boulevard, and the 
Evangelical Emmaus homes for 
epileptics and fteeble-minded, at 
St. Charles and Marthasville, Mo. 

Harry A. Wachter, who operates 
a real estate agency at 2011 South 
Broadway, told the Post-Dispatch 
he had known Miss Friedrichs for 
more than 10 years’ through 
small business transactions. Her 
estate will be “well in excess of 
$20,000” Wachter said, and will 
probably be mostly in_ cash. 
Wachter was named co-executor, 
with the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. 
| “For the greater part, the estate 
is the result of frugal living and 
careful saving,” Wachter said. 
“Miss Friedrichs stayed home 
most of the time, and apparently 
never spent much money. Years 
ago, she worked as a domestic.” 

The will provides that income 
from the trust fund is to be used 
“for the benefit and pleasure of 
poor children of the Protestant 
church o f Salzgitter.” It pro- 
vides that preference should be 
given to “educate the brighter 
children, and to give free baths to 
the weaker and sick, who can best 
be helped, and to give useful 
Christmas gifts for those who will 
be most benefited.” 

Proceeds under the fund are to 
be sent to the burgomaster of 
Salzgitter and to the pastor of the 
church, as near to Christmas each 
year as possible, the will provides. 
Afetr 15 years the entire fund is 
to be transferred to the “Reichs- 
bank in Berlin,” the will continues. 
The fund is in memory of a 
brother, Charles Friedrichs, who 
died years ago. The will was dated 
Oct. 14, 1936. 

Miss Friedrichs, who was 83 
years old, lived at 3639A Lierman 
avenue. Neighbors said she had 
made her home there for about 13 
years, living alone, and said she 
went out infrequently. Friends 
came to visit her occasionally, they 
said. Wachter said as far as he 
knew, Miss Friedrichs had no

Senator Morse’s Position.

Wants Coalition Govern- 
ments for China and 
Provinces, End of Con- 
scription. 


By SPENCER MOOSA 

CHUNGKING, Jan. 15 (AP)— 
The Chinese Communist party to- 
day called for reorganization of 
national and provincial govern- 
ments and nationalization of the 
armed forces in a sweeping pro- 
gram submitted to the Political 
Consultation Conference through 
its elder statesman, Tung Pi-wu. 

The main proposals were: 

1. That Kuomintang (Chiang 
Kai-shek's nationalist) party 
membership in the projected re- 
organized State Council should 
be limited to one-third the num- 
ber of seats. 

2. That coalition governments, 
representing all parties, should 
be established in different 
provinces, 

3. That the National Military 
Council and its subordinate 
bureaus should be _ reorganized 
to enable participation of all 
parties, with a view to achieve 
unification of military command 
and nationalization of the armed 
forces, 

Tung advocated permanent co- 
operation of all political parties, 
settlement of all domestic dis- 
putes by peaceful means, realiza- 
tion of Sun Yat-sen’s three prin- 
ciples, and a united China under 
leadership of Chiang. 

He said the bill of rights should 
include freedom to strike and 
freedom to demonstrate and pa- 
rade. 

He proposed the immediate re- 
lease of all political prisoners 
cept traitors, a drastic decrease 
in the numerical strength of the 
arméd forces, disbandment of all 
puppet armies, severe punishment 
of Japanese war criminals, im 
mediate discontinuance of con- 
scription, abolition of all. unneces- 
sary taxes, stabilization of cur- 
rency, a general] reduction of rent 
by 25 per cent, development of 
economic and cultural relations 
with other countries, protection of 
legal interests of foreign residents 
in China, and protection of Chi- 
nese interests overseas. 

Many of Tung’s demands were 
agreed to last week by Chiang as 
he opened the conference. 

Tung urged that a time limit 
be set for disarmament and re- 
patriation of Japanese troops in 
China and said Allied forces 
sheuld withdraw immediately 
upon completion of their mission. 

Meanwhile, Chou En-lai, Com- 
munist representative, sought a 
meeting with Gen. George C. 
Marshall, President Truman’s spe- 
cial envoy. He was reported ready 
to complain against alleged pgov- 
ernment violations of the recent 
civil strife truce agreement. 
The Communists charged 
on Monday government 
“ferociously attacked” 
shan, Communist-held 
center in southeastern Honan 
province. A government spokes- 
man denied the charge and re- 
ported that federal forces every- 
where had halted military opera- 
tions at the Sunday midnight 
deadline, “except where they were 
forced to fight in self-defense.” 
He charged that Communists 
were attacking at several points 
in Shansi, Shantung and Kiangsu 
provinces. 

The Communists 
regions of north China atill are 
under a double-ring blockade 
strengthened by hundreds of 
newly - constructed government 
blockhouses.

Producers delivering milk to the 
St. Louis area decreased to a rec- 
ord low of 3484 in December, it 
was reported today by William C. 
Eckles, Milk Market Administra- 
tor. At the same time, milk de- 
livered by these producers dropped 
10.5 per cent, from 28,911,331 
pounds in December 1944, to 25,- 
876,636 pounds Jast month, he said. 
December was the twelfth con- 
secutive month in which there 
was a decrease in milk producers 
from the preceding month, In 
December 1944, there were 3672 
producers. In order to make up 
for the reduction in milk supply 
from the St. Louis region, local 
dealers last month imported from 
the Chicago area a total of 3,706,- 
751 pounds of milk, cream. and 
skimmed milk, Eckles said. This 
was more than three times the 
imports in December 1944, which 
amounted to 1,144,067 pounds. 
The reduction in the number of 
dairy farmers in this area has 
been attributed to inspection re- 
quirements here and to farm labor

The general assembly to which 
every member-nation sends five 
delegates is the most important 
body. Without it the other coun- 
cils could not be set up. It is 
through the general assembly that 
the other councils are chosen. The 
judges for the international court 
will be chosen by the general as- 
sembly and the security council, 
and any changes that later may be 
made in the setup of the organiza- 
tion will have to come back to the 
general assembly when it meets. 

The delegates to this assembly 
are appointed for each session by 
their governments. In the case 
of the United States the President 
not only appoints the delegates 
but they also have to be ratified 
by the Senate. The fact that each 
delegation has only one vote 
means that within a delegation 
practical unanimity on every ques- 
tion has to be achieved before 
that vote is cast.
